cotton  velvets,  velveteens,  corduroys,  and  chenilles  as  well  as  some  of  the 

rayon  and  silk  velvets  ta2^e  to  soap-and-water  haths  if  they  are  protected 

against  ruboing,  squeezing,  or  wringing  which  mash  and  mar  the  pile  of  the 

fabric. 

The  trick  in  v/ashing  velvet  garments  is  to  hold  them  on  the  wrong 
side  and  wash  by  dipping  and  lifting  in  thick  mild  luke\irarm  soapsuds.  Rinse 
the  same  v;a;"  in  clear  lukewarm  water.    Never  wring  or  squeeze  the  water  out. 
After  rinsing  shalie  off  the  excess  moisture  or  la-\^  the  garment  between  turkish 
towels  for  a  few  minutes.    Hang  the  garment  on  a  smooth  wooden  hanger  to  finish 
drying,    \fhcn  almost  dry,  brush  the  velvet  to  lift  the  pile.    Always  brush  in 
the  direction  of  the  natural  "lie"  of  the  velvet. 

Velvet  materials  need  no  ironing. 
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
